After  he  received  his  MS 
from  Oklahoma  State  Univer¬ 
sity  in  1962,  Dr.  Quinn  served 
as  director  of  student  personnel 
at  St.  Joseph  Junior  College  for 
two  years.  In  1965  he  complet¬ 
ed  studies  for  his  doctorate  in. 
counseling  and  higher  educa¬ 
tion  at  Oklahoma  State  Univer¬ 
sity.  Also  in  1965  he  accepted 
the  post  of  assistant,  professor 
in  the  department  of  psycholo¬ 
gy  here. 

Dr.  Quinn  believes  that  the 
newly  instituted  experimental 
laboratory  is  functional  in  that 
it  helps  the  students- make  ob¬ 
servations  .of  behavior  of  the 
animals  there  under  controlled 
conditions.  '  •  .

As  a  child,  did  you  ever  won¬ 
der  if  two  cups  really  equal  a 
pint?  With  the  new  dry  and 
liquid  measure  equipment  in 
the  Horace  Mann.  Laboratory 
School  Library,  youngsters  can 
now  solve  this  problem  for 
themselves. 

Approximately  $12,000  was 
appropriated  last  year  for  im¬ 
proving  the  library,  which  is 
supervised  by  Miss  Carolyn 
Peterson.  The  money  was  ob¬ 
tained  by  a  matching  grant 
from  the  National  Defense  Ed¬ 
ucation  Act.  Miss  Peterson 
stated  that  an  applicatloi  for 
the  needed  items  was  submit¬ 
ted  and  approved,  the  govern¬ 
ment  paying  half  the  cost  of 
the  equipment  bought. 

Money  from  the  NDEA 
can  be  spent  only  to  im¬ 
prove  teaching  and  learn¬ 
ing  in  nine  areas:  Civics, 
economics,  English,  geog¬ 
raphy,  history,  mathemat¬ 
ics,  modern  foreign'  lan¬ 
guage,,  reading,  and  sci¬ 
ence.  The  Horace  Mann 
Library,  while  purcliasing 
some  .  neW'  books  in  all 
areas,  concentrated  mainly 
on  science  and  geography 
hooks. 

New  educational  material 
now  found  in  the  library  in¬ 
cludes  a  telescope!  used  by  the 
recent  aerospace  workshop- 


pers,  and  a  weather  kit  con* 
sisting  of  thermometers,  both 
indoor  and  outdoor,  weather 
varies,  magnets,  hygromet¬ 
er,  barometer,  and  magnetic 
compass.  Also  now  in  use  ar-e 
new  flannel  board  miderials, 
globes,  slides,  filmstrips,  films, 
records,  tape  recordings,  a 
view  master  projector,  and  six 
filmstrip  previewers. 

Two  outstanding  new  fea¬ 
tures  are  a  video  tape,  re¬ 
corder  and  an  overhead  pro¬ 
jector  with  transparencies. 
The  video  tape  recorder  auto¬ 
matically  tapes  a  normal  class¬ 
room  situation.  The  magnetic 
tape  can  be  saved  indefinitely 
and  later  shown  over  the  closed 
circuit  television  to  college  stu¬ 
dents  studying  behavior  pat¬ 
terns  of  elementary  children. 

The  overhead  transpar¬ 
ency  projectors  have  sev-  ' 
era]  qualities  which  make 
them  more  convenient  for 
classro'om  use  than  the  reg¬ 
ular  filmstrip  projector. 

The  transparencies  can  be 
seen  in  a  lighted  classroom, 
they  can  be  written  on  with  a 
grease  paint  pencil  and  later 
erased.  Since  they  are 
flashed  ovei'head,  the  teacher 
does  not  need  to  place  the 
pi’ojector  beliind  tlie  children.

The  first  Greek  letter  fra¬ 
ternity  at  MSC  was  the  fulfUl- 
ment  of  an  idea  ori^ated 
by  Miss  Mabel  Cook,  now  head 
of  the  home  economics  de- 
pailment. 

At  a  dinner  served  by  the 
dietetics  class  in  November, 
1922,  Miss  Cook,  a  senior  at 
that  time,  suggested  the  for¬ 
mation  of  a  local  club  com¬ 
posed  of  home  economics  ma¬ 
jors.  This  was  put  into  action- 
meetings  were  planned,  com¬ 
mittees  appointed,  and  neces- 
sai'y  steps  made  to  formu¬ 
late  the  group. 

The  organization  for 
Kappa  Omicron  Phi  was 
completed  Dec.  11,  1922, 
with  Miss  Hettie  Andiony, 
chairman  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  as  spcmsor.  Eligi¬ 
bility  for  membership  was 
determined  on  the  basis  of 
scholarship  and  personali¬ 
ty-  I 

Kappa  Omicron  Phi  la  a 
fraternily  of  professionaliy  [ 
trained  women  in  this  field  t 
to  further  the  best  Interests  t 
of  home  economics  by  de- 1 
veloping  women  with  high 
ideals  and  a  deep  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  home. 

In  Februaiy,  1923,  Mrs.  Anna 
Pierce,  Warreoisburg,  stated  ‘ 
they  would  like  to  organize  a 
chapter  if  it  could  be  arranged. 
Installation  was  held  in  May. 
The  installing  team  came  away 
with  only  one  thought— Kappa 
Omicron  Phi  must  become  a 
national  organization. 

After  writing  to  every  avail¬ 
able  source,  it  was  found  that 
an  organization  could  become 
national  with  the  formation  of 
three  chapters  in  two  states. 
The  formation  of  a  chapter  at 
Hays,  Kan.,  in  1925,  made  it  a 
national  fraternity,  and  the 
fii-st  national  conclave  was 
held  at  MSC  in  1926,  Miss 
Anthony  was  elected  president 
and  Miss  Cook,  vice  president.

The  students  receive  $1 
an  hour  which  meets  the 
Federal  Minimum  Wage 
Law.  TIic  total  amount  of 
gross  wages  for  ihe  month 
of  June  was  $17,365. 

Of  course  this  figure  along 
with  the  number  of  student 
employees  fluctuates  each 
month.

Work  study  is  a  program 
which  provides  employment  for 
students  whose  parents  are  fi¬ 
nancially  unable  to  fully  sup¬ 
port  them  in  college.

$129,692  has  been  approved 
for  the  work  study  pro¬ 
gram. 

As  an  indication  of  the 
growth  of  work  study,  last  fall 
175  students  were  employed  on 
the  work  study  program.  By 
late  spring,  the  number  had 
grown  to  280. 

Six  hundred  students  were 
employed  last  fall  on  regular 
student  labor.  By  spring  more 
employees  were  added.  A  total 
for  expenditures  for  student  la¬ 
bor  was  over  $291,000.

Of  course,  as  Miss  Byron 
pointed  out,  there  is  a  great 
cutback  in  the  number  of  sum¬ 
mer  employees  because  of  less 
need.  However. student  labor  at 
MSC  is  growing  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  expand  with  the  col¬ 
lege.

can  no  longer,  be  apa¬ 
thetic.  “English  can¬ 
not  be  taught  best  by 
the  lecture,  memorize, 
and  regur^tate  meth¬ 
od.” 

Remember  your  profess- 
sors  were  reared  in  the 
time  hallowed  method  of 
the  lecture,  and  it  will  take 
time  to  change.  It  took  me 
four  years  to  even  get  the 
transformation  started  in 
my  own  courses  from  lec¬ 
tures  to  active  student  par¬ 
ticipation.  Administrators 
are  accustomed  to  record¬ 
ing  letter  grades  based  on 
each  trivial  detail  of  your 
classroom  conduct.  It  will 
take  them  time  to  accept 
for-credit-only  '  to  satisfy 
requirements. 

I  am  having  a  Golden  op¬ 
portunity  working  with  the 
University  of  Hawaii  as 
they  start  working  toward 
a  core  liberal  arts  biology 
coui'se  for  all  freshmen. 
This  is  something  the  col¬ 
lege  at  MSG  already  has. 
Since  I  am  not  on  their 


faeulty  I  can  take  the  part 
of  defending  the  students. 
There  must  be  something 
in  a  course  besides  sit,  lis¬ 
ten,  look,  and  mark  (X)s. 
Students  need  defending. 

Your  paper  is  the  place 
to  do  it,  also.  Encourage 
classroom  activities  and 
exercises  that  permit  the 
student  to  participate  in 
his  education.  (By  defini¬ 
tion,  It  can’t  be  an  educa-  , 
tion  if  he  doesn’t  partici¬ 
pate  in  it! )  Encoiu-age  the 
faculty  members  not  to 
despair  when  they  first  of¬ 
fer  such  opportunities  and 
students  just  sit  there.  It 
takes  time  for  students  to 
change,  too! 

After  one  year  of 
reading  your  paper 
while  on  my  research 
leave  of  absence,  I  am 
getting  much  encour¬ 
agement.  In  the  tur¬ 
moil  of  things,'  change 
comes  slowly.  From 
5,000  miles  away  it  is 
quite  measurable.  The 
trivial  detail  gets  lost 
along  the  way.  NWMSC 
is  now  riding  the  wave 
leading  to  effective 
means  in  the  process  of 
educating. 

It  will  need  a  good,  stu¬ 
dent  paper  to  keep  it  there. 
Colleges  are  for  students. 
Or^Jy  your  paper  can  make 
it  that  way.  In  su(*  a  col¬ 
lege  students  are  not  apa¬ 
thetic.  If  the  faculty  and 
administration  are  moving 
ahead  and  you  keep  on  the 
job,  let’s  hope  next  year 
the  student  l^y  will  come 
to  life. 

I  am  still  flying  fruit  flies 
and  studying  their  be¬ 
havior.
